A Majority of One- Shubert- 2/16. 6 pros and 1 con- 
News- filed on new comedy by Leonard Spigelgass starring 
Gertrude Berg and Cedric Hardwicke in the Theatre Guild 
-Dore Schary production, staged by Schary. 5 rave notices 
on charming, heart-warming performances of stars record- 
ed, with only Aston, World Telegram & Sun, of the affirm - 
ative side voicing a milder view. Atkinson, Times, rated 
play a simple and often touching comedy made possible 
by the force and glow of Berg's personality and the purity 
of her motives,staged and acted with extraordinary decency. 
Kerr, Herald Tribune, billed as a splendidly cornfed comedy, 
shmaltzy play, delicious with the two stars delightful com- 
panions. Coleman, Mirror, cheered it as heartwarming, hi- 
larious fun, with fine casting, direction and production. 
McClain, Journal American, listed it as a wonderfully 
warm and enchanting love story told with taste, simplicity 
and superbly acted. Watts, Post, applauded the triumph of 
the casting of two leads in play delightfully acted, expertly 
staged. Milder tone from Aston, WTS, thought comedy it- 
self was saved by Berg's talent, without her its creaky bones 
would not have been concealed. Single dissenter Chapman, 
News, panned the little and obvious comedy larded with 
folksy jokes which wastes talents of stars, Journal Am- 
erican audience poll voted 6 pro, 0 con. 


The Buffalo Skinner- Theatre Marquee- 2/19. 7 mild 
con votes filed on Lonny Chapman's new play with music 
presented by Frierson-Gold-Fitzpatrick, staged by author. 
Most had praises for newcomer Lou Antonio in the leading 
role and most encouraged author, who they previously knew 
only as an actor, to both write and direct more in the fut- 
ure. But all felt his current attempt inspite of some fine 
individual scenes lacked a dramatic unity and intenseness.

McClain, 
Journal American, okayed production with excellent cast 
but admitted that 16th century problem presented seemed 
tenuous and far away today.

Edwige Feuillere has played the season 
in Jean-Pierre Aumont's dramatization of the American novel 
Lucy Crown. Roger Ferninard adapted The Remarkable Mr. 
Pennypacker and Andre Obey has translated 12 Angry Men. Mar- 
cel Ayme adapted A View from the Bridge and Georges Neveux 
adapted The Diary of Anne Frank. Forthcoming still this season 
are Jean Genet's The Negroes , Jean Paul Satre's Love, Eugene 
Ionesco's Killer Without Wages and Albert Camus' dramatizat- 
ion of Dostoyevsky's The Possessed, 


Unlike the US audience, the French play-goers are 
easily moved to wrath, comments Curtiss. Certain subjects 
are taboo and others are certain to create a disturbance. 
No play concerning the Dreyfus case has ever risked the 
stage and the producer of Genet's The Balcony was warned 
that the police would prosecute if the play was presented. 
The anti-American play Colonel Foster Pleads Guilty was 
halted by riots. French critics are men of strong, if some- 
times inconsistent, convictions. They found Cat on a Hot 
Tin Roof bold and brazen in its serious treatment of sex, 
but the synical, smoking car humors of La Bonne Soupe 
they accept with a smile. Two for the See Saw shorn in 
translation of all its pleasing humor, emerges as near- 
tragedy and is swallowed as such. 


The French theatre seethes with life, zest and excit- 
ment, Its cosmopolitanism is apparent in its curiosity 
about the drama abroad and its annual international drama 
festival brings to paris the leading theatrical companies 
from all over the world.
